THE BARD OF AVON 


Now It Is Alleged That Shake­ 


speare Was Illiterate. 


COULD NOT WRITE, IT IS SAID.

An Expert 
In Such 
Things 
Claims 
That an Analysis of the, Signatures 
Left by. the Immortal William Strips 


, Him of All Literary Credit. 


The 
question 
of 
who 
did 
"write 
Shakespeare" does not concern Wllllnm 
McConway, who has written n mono­ 
graph on his Shakespeare theories, so 
much as "could William Shakespeare 
of Strntford-on-Avon 
write at 
nil?" 
Mr. Conway Is convinced that, whoever 
did write the plays, it was not the 
bard of Avon, so called. 
He buses his 
belief on evidence presented by cer- 
tnlu existing signatures made by Wil­ 
liam Shakespeare and which seem to 
prove hlra to have beeu an Illiterate 
mnu. 


Mr. McConwny admits that, though 
so 
evidently 
Illiterate, 
Shakespeare 
possessed native ability, manifested by 
his money getting faculties, and adds 
tho fact that as a thentrlcn.l manager 
Shakespeare 
secured to himself 
the 
plays that he did and thus stamped 
himself a competent mail of business 
nntl n judge of public taste. 
But in 
regard to certain deficiencies exhibited 
by his signature Mr. McConwny, after 
having made a study of the character­ 
istics of signatures, says: 


"Observations of the efforts and per­ 
formances of illiterate men in the la­ 
borious production of signatures 
has 
led mo to tho conclusion that here was 
a man ashamed of his Inability 
to 
write, made so by his associations and 
the rise in his condition of life, seek­ 
ing to cover his intellectual nakedness 
with a garment provided by a sympa­ 
thizing friend. 


"The sympathizing friend In this,in­ 
stance floated Into tho Imagination in 
the form of some scrivener who, 'set 
tho copy' so laboriously reproduced In 
tho form of the signatures to the deed 
and mortgage of 1013 and to tho will 
of 101G." 


Mr, McConwny refers to the original 
documents 
unearthed 
by 
Professor 
Wallace In 1010, and his theory is that 
the solicitor who drew up the papers 
of the mortgage and of tho will Is tho 
man who mude for Shakespeare a copy 
of his name, which tho illiterate Shake­ 
speare then followed in scrawling, un­ 
certain Imitation to make the signa­ 
tures to the documents. 
This saved 
him from the humiliation of 
having 
to make "his X mark." 


A second document put lu ovldence 
by Mr. McConway Is a fragment re- 
lAting.tq litigation In respect to cer­ 
tain money interests In the Globe tho- 
nter. 
In this fragment appears, In two 
places, the nume "Wllm, Shakespcnro," 
written by the professional scrivener 
who prepared the case. 
Mr. McCon­ 
wny points out that Shakespeare's own 
signature appended Is a laborious Imi­ 
tation, performod by a man who could 
not rend his chlrogrnphy when ho had 
written It. 


Mr. McConway Is convinced that this 
scrivener Is the man who maclo the 
copy which enabled "Wlllm. Shake- 
spearo" to execute legal papers with­ 
out tho humiliation of tho "X marlt." 
Tho rulo of legnl proceduro required 
the evidence to bo written out and 
signed by the 'witness before leaving 
the presence of tho court 
/ 


"Special attention Is called to tbls 
slgnnture," says Mr. McConwuy, "ns 
It Is much abbreviated. 
The 'great 
dramatist,' who had at his command, 
as evidenced by his putatlvo works, n 
wealth of words measuring Hvo times 
tho number gathered Into the diction­ 
ary of tho time, uses but a moiety of 
tho characters 
which 
ho had 
been 
taught to uso as the Ideograph to rep­ 
resent his name. 


"Wo are told that ho wus Instructed 
to appear later before the court for a 
further examination, but tho record no- 
whore shows that ho ever'appeared, 
although tho other witnesses appeared 
n second time. 
Would thoy bo consid­ 
ered cynical who might surmlsd that 
the position In which Shakespeuro of 
Strutford found himself 
when called 
upon to attach his signature to tho rec­ 
ord In open court was one of oxtreme 
embarrassment in that ho could not 
without some exposure of Ignorance 
uso bis 'copy' to guldo his pen'/"—New 
York Sun.

MR. AND MRS. DON'T CARE. 


General Apathy is in charge of the campaign 
against non-partisan- 
ism in California state politics, at least in Southern California. 
Noth­ 
ing is being dime to successfully combat Governor Johnson's scheme 
to abolish all party lines in the state. 


What little find listless conversation the editor of the paper has 
heard on this question in the east end of the Ban Gabriel valley has 
seemed to carry the refrain that Governor Johnson would "put it 
over anyhow." 
Republicans, among the ranchers arid business men, 
hark back to the 200,000 majority received by Johnson at the last 
election, when there was registered at that time enough supposed Re­ 
publicans to overwhelm him. 
This, some say, points to a lack of 
interest in parties nnd party affiliation. 
\ 


Hut, of conn-', at the same election, Frank Jordan was' elected 
secretary of state by a majority of nearly 400,000, although he ex­ 
pressed himself very emphatically as opposed to the proposed non­ 
partisan law, which even then was in a state of Progressive incubation. 


Splendid as the game of baseball is, the game would quickly dis­ 
appear if the people ceased to go to tlie games. 
Great as are the 
achievements of the old parties, they will certainly go, into a state of 
innocuous desuetude if the people are apathetic as to whether they 
live or die. 


Republican leaders a're strongly against the non-partisan act, as 
are Democratic leaders, Socialist leaders. 
But do the people of Cali­ 
fornia care enough about the question to think the matter out for 
themselves, and to vote against the act on October 26? 
"We frankly 
say that we don't know. 
The people don't seem to be interested. 


WHY THE CHANGE? 


Early in 1914 an article appeared in one of the leading Progressive 
papers, inspired by one of the prominent Progressives of the state 
who is now loudly calling for the abolition of party lines, in which 
occurred the following language: 


"Registration thus far indicates that the Progressive vote in Cali­ 
fornia is stronger than ever before. 
Not only should this conclusion 
be verified, but it should be overwhelmingly established.

of Progressives upon the great register' showing a- true and over

both at home and abroad. 
An early registration is especially desira­ 
ble. 
It Jias a strategic force and bears directly upon the well-mean 
ing, though timid, voter. 
The force of numbers appeals strongly to 
many men and women. 
The argument of numbers is a determining 
factor with those who prefer to accept the united opinions of groat 
numbers as justification for their allegiance.

N E W HEALTH OPPIOE PLAN 


POB NEARBY 
CITIES. 


"Urging a cooperation of cities in the 
spending of money for health service, 
County Health Officer Pomcroy has out­ 
lined a new plan for community bene­ 
fits, says the Azusa Pomotropic. 


According to the scheme proposed by 
Dr. Pomeroy, a group of cities can* se­ 
cure much better service by 
pooling 
their money and together hiring a high-' 
class health officer than by attempting 
to work alone. The towns of Monrovia, 
Sierra Medre, Azusa, Arcadta and Glen- 
dora, for instance, could, by combining 
their funds, offer a fair salary to a very 
efficient man who could give the com­ 
munities the best of service by devot­ 
ing his entire time to it. 


But as it is, Monrovia and 
Sierra 
Madre are the only towns of the five 
that make any real effort toward health 
service. • In Monrovia the trustees have 
appropriated $1300 for the work of the 
health board and 
sanitary 
inspector. 
In Sierra Madre the total amount ap­ 
propriated is $1030. 


So favorable did Dr. Pomeroy's plan 
iippenr that a special committee of the 
Monrovia chamber, of commerce, «on« 
sisting of Walter'P. Dunn, Joseph Frau- 
lob and Lincoln G. Backus, was ap­ 
pointed to take up the matter 
with 
other cities mentioned. 
The legal as­ 
pect of the project will be thoroughly 
threshed out at the next meeting of 
the association of city attorneys. 


Dr. Pomeroy declared the county will 
be able to assist such a plan 
financially.

of peace, and but little protected by a Democratic tariff, will be the 
market to exploit. 


President Wilson sees this. 
But his clearness of vision will be of 
little service if he docs not see also that only by the revision of the 
tariff can the industrial invasion be checked.

RUGBY FOOTBALL FAILURE 


SAYS U. S. C. MANAGER. 


" R u g b y football has been given ev­ 
ery chance to live up to the promises 
made for it when it was introduced, 
and it has failed to make good." 


In these words Warren B. Bovard, 
graduate manager of the University of 
Southern California, and an expert on 
football, characterized the failure of 
the English 
game to hold the high 
schools of Southern California in line. 
The fact that a short time ago all tho 
important 
high 
schools 
still 
playing 
Rugby switched to tho American game 
is regarded by Mr. Bovard as a death 
blow to tho imported variety. 


" M a n y 
claims were made for tho 
English game when it was introduced," 
says Mr. Bovard, " a n d in my opinion 
not one of these has been substantiated 
by tho facts. Wo were told that the 
game was fast, cloan and open. 
As a 
matter of act, about half of the most 
games consists of scrum battlos which 
might 
bo 
described 
as ' froo-for-all 
rough-houses,' and which certainly do 
not afford tho spectators much enjoy­ 
ment. Wo woro also told that it was 
loss dangerous, but I cannot see that 
this claim is substantiated. I believe 
that thoro aro moro minor injuries than 
in tho American game. Rugby is just 
as much a coach's gamo as our own 
style of play; a good coach 
always 
means a good team. Fewor men come 
out for Rugby than for American, as 
is proved this year at U. S. C. 


. " I f Rugby has made good, it seems 
to mo that tho high schools would not 
have mado tho switch. They gave the 
gamo a long and impartial trial, and the 
fact thnt they havo gone back unani­ 
mously to American football is conclu­ 
sive evidence to me that the imported 
game did not satisfy them."

PACIFIC COAST PACKER 


ESTIMATES COMING CROP. 


Tho'Pacific Coast Packer, which in, 
the past has made some shrewd guesses; 
concerning citrus shipments, says this' 
week: 
I 


With a record of about 44,674 cars in j 
the entire state for the season which i 
will end Oct. 31, it seems evident, when; 
reports from all districts are consid­ 
ered, that the crop for the coming year 
will be considerably moro than 40,000 
cars. 
With favorable 
weather 
condi­ 
tions, and if sizes are a little larger 
than last season, the evident -shortage 
in the navel crop may be offset by the 
increase in size and the heavier Output 
of Valencias, and bring the crop up to 
a 45,000-car yield. 


The grand total from the state for 
the year ending October, 1914, was the 
heaviest in history, amounting to 48,- 
338 cars. The grand total for the year 
ending October, 1915, will be about an 
even 44,000 cars or less. 


In many districts the crop seems to 
be spotted; in some sections there are 
very few navels on the trees, and a 
heavy crop of Valencias. In other dis­ 
tricts the navel crop is moie 
nearly 
normal and tne Valencia crop seems to 
bo about 
nornial, although 
generally 
speaking, 
barring disastrous 
weather 
conditions, it is safe to assume that the 
navel crop of the state will be from 10 
to 15 per cent short, and the Valoncia 
crop about the same per cent increase. 


The San Diego lemon district is com­ 
ing back into its, own and will increase 
tho lemon output of the state. 
Many 
districts like San Fernando havo many 
new lemon orchards coming into bear­ 
ing, so that the total output for the 
coming season may equal the season 
just closing, or perhaps moro. In the 
Tulare county district there is a lot of 
new acreage coining on. In the North 
it is genorally believed tho sizes will 
run a little larger; this is also true in 
somo sections in the South. 


With 
favorablo 
weather 
conditions 
this state probably will produco, dur­ 
ing the coming year, about 45,000 cars 
of citrus fruit.

Various Methods by Which Ganglions 
May Be Cured. 


Physicians use the word ganglion P> 
describe a swelling of the sheath of A 
tendon, which contains fluid, and which 
usually occurs about the wrist. A weep­ 
ing sinew is the same thing. 
A little 
swelling forms, and the fluid distends 
It more and more as it collects. The 
swelling is elastic and soft 
Some­ 
times it is small and does not cause 
any trouble, and occasionally it passes 
away without any treatment. 
It may 
yield to long continued gentle pressure, 
like that which a ribbon band exerts. 
A well placed 
ribbon 
bandage 
also 
helps to relieve the feeling of weak­ 
ness that almost always accompanies 
a ganglion. 


In a few cases the fluid that the 
ganglion contains is tuberculous, but 
in most cases the ganglionic swelling 
•Is entirely harmless. 
In tuberculous 
cases It Is best to remove the sheath 
and Its contents completely. 


Ganglions are usually seen on the 
back of the wrist, but sometimes one 
comes on the front and Increases in 
size. It is then likely to spread down 
the sinews Into the palm of the hand. 
That naturally cripples the victim more 
or less,, especially since the swelling 
often 
gives pain in cold and damp 
weather. 


There are various ways of breaking 
a weeping sinew. 
Sometimes it can be 
dispersed by sudden pressure applied 
by 
the thumbs, 
which 
bursts the 
ganglion without breaking the skin. It 
is best then to bandage the part very 
tightly in order to prevent the little 
sac from filling up again. 
The band­ 
age should contain some thin, 
hard 
substance, such as a large coin, direct­ 
ly over the site of the sac. 
Sometimes 
a ganglion refuses to burst, but yields 
to tight bandaging combined with treat­ 
ment by a blister or by painting with 
iodine. 
The cure in such cases is ef­ 
fected by gradual absorption. If other 
means fall there is nothing to d a but 
to open the ganglion and scrape out its 
contents.—Youth's Companion.

Careful Handling.

The lengths to which they have • 
carried their sensitiveness in the past is 
shown by an amusing episode that oc­ 
curred when the peace of Karlowltz 
was negotiated In 1609. 


The w a r between Austria and Tur­ 
key, which led to the siege of Vienna 
by the Turks, had just been brought 
to an end by the battle of Zenta, in 
which Austria was victorious. 
Prince 
Eugene a t once gathered the diplomats, 
at Karlowltz, in Croatia, to dictate the 
terms o f peace, but for weeks the con­ 
gress made no progress because'the* 
representatives could not agree as to 
their proper positions in the council 
hall. 
That the representative of Em­ 
peror Leopold should have the seat of 
honor was taken for granted, but the 
other 
parties 
to the congress—the' 
Turks, Russians, English, Dutch, Pples, 
Venetians—all clamored for the next 
highest s e a t 


Finally the.situation became so crit­ 
ical that it was feared that the peace 
would never be negotiated. So drastic 
measures had to be taken. As the dip­ 
lomats could not be coerced, Eugene 
immediately employed a number of 
workmen and had them build a new 
council chamber. It was a round build­ 
ing, with a special entrance built for 
each representative. 
In the middle 
was a circular table surrounded by 
chairs all the same size and 
finish. 
The diplomats now camo willingly to 
their private entrances, and at the 
sound of a trumpet they entered, each 
standing beside his appointed s e a t At 
a given sign they all sat down, and 
every one's pride was satisfied. 


Thus at length, says Das Buch Fur 
Alle, was tho pence of Karlowltz sign­ 
ed after several weeks' delay because 
of the foolish caprices of the diplomats.

With the walnut crop of the state Es­ 
timated, at 12,500 tons, or 40 per cent 
larger than last year, the necessity of 
extra inducements to the buyers was 
especially emphasized at the meeting. 


" W e figure a return of $3,500,000 to 
the growers at these quotations," said 
Mr. Thorpe. " T h e nuts are of espec- 
ally good quality, and their sale in 
large quantities is certain." 


IJhe'rbig walnut ( crop•:• this year re- 
emphasizes the commanding 
position 
which this nut has come to .occupy in 
the 
agricultural 
develbpment of the 
state. In the last ten years the pro­ 
duction has- more than doubled, until 
the state now produces more than half 
the quantity consumed in the United 
States. 


According to the department of agri' 
culture, the consumption of walnuts in 
the United States increased about 11,- 
000 tons in 1003 to 23,000 tons in 1914. 
Only two districts in tho world, Sor­ 
rento, in Italy, and Grenoble, in France, 
produce walnuts 
comparable in size 
and quality with those grown in this 
state, while the bulk of imported nuts 
are of the Marbot and Comes varieties, 
which correspond in size and quality to 
tho No. 2's of California. 


As in past years, Santa Barabara, 
Los Angeles, 
Orange, 
and Ventura 
counties produce tho bulk of tho crop 
grown in tho state, though there is 
scattered 
production in many 
other 
counties. 


Tho highest prices over obtained for 
California walnuts was in 1913, when

"I cannot toll you," said the official. 
."Why. not?" asked the consul. 
"Because you would be angry if I 
rold you." 


"By no means. 
I would not be so 
tinrenponubio as to ask you a question 
and then he offended because you an­ 
swered it. On the other hand, I should 
be greatly obliged to you." 


Being thus pressed until he was un­ 
able to refuse, the official finally eyed 
the consul from head to foot and said 
slowly and reluctantly, "Well, it is be­ 
cause you look like devils." 


This natural superstition of the peo­ 
ple was taken hold of by the Boxers 
in 1900 and circulated still more wide­ 
ly by all kinds of placards, both in 
prose and verse.

During tho reactionary rev­ 
olution that followed on the heels of 
the constitution there was a ludicrous 
scramble on the part of the Greeks and 
other Christians to get beneath hats, 
and the sudden crop of silk hats and 
derbies was wonderful to behold.

Only the men wear any sort o^ head 
gear. 
The oriental woman goes hat- 
less. A cloth or veil Is as much cover 
ing as she wears on her head. 
As I 
stood there on the bridge I saw a group 
of Turkish women staro through their 
thick veils at tho hat of a foreign worn 
an as she hastoued by. Since Young 
Turkey has come into power western 
fashions are much in favor in Coustan 
tluople.—Youth's Companion.

World Magazine says: 


"Now, a Peking cart Is a very vener­ 
able mode of progresssion. 
When our 
ancestors were lightly dressed in woad 
nnd bad no conception of any wheeled 
vehicle the Chinese lady was paying 
her calls In the back of a Peking cart, 
the seat of honor under the tilt, well 
out of sight of the passers by. while 
her servant sat in front, the place of 
comfort, if such a word can be applied^ 
to anything pertaiping to a Peking 
cart 


"In spite of Its long and aristocratic 
record if there Is any mode of progres­ 
sion more wearying and uncomforta­ 
ble I have not met it. It Is simply a 
springless board set on a couple of 
wheels with a wagon tilt of blue cotton 
over it and n place for heavy luggage 
behind. 
The Chinaman sits on the 
floor nnd does not jjeem to mind, but 
the ordinary westerner, like myself, 
packs his bedding and all the cushions 
he can beg or borrow around him and 
then resigns himself to his fate. 


"The Peking cart has one ndvnntnge. 
people will tell you—It has nothing to 
break In it. But there are moments 
when It would be a mighty relief if 
something did break, for it the wood­ 
work holds together ns It tosses you 
from side to side you yourself are one 
sore, bruised mass. 
No;' I cannot rec­ 
ommend a Peking cart, even on the 
smoothest road.

"And the roads In China are not 
smooth. 
We all know the description 
of the snakes In Ireland. 
"There are 
none,' and much the same might be 
snld about the roads In China. 
There 
are so called roads, certainly, 
upon' 
which the people move about, but 1 
have seldom met one that was any 
better than the surrounding country, 
and very, very often on this journey 
I met roads where It was ease and lux­ 
ury to move off them'on to the neigh-, 
boring plowed 
field.

"The recipe for a road ttfere. In the 
north seems to be: Take a plSce of the 
country that Is really too bdAHo plow 
or to use for any agricultural purpose 
whatever, that a mountain torrent, in 
fact, has given up as too much for the 
water, upset a stone wall over it—a 
stone wall with good, large stones in 
It—take care • they never for a mo­ 
ment lie evenly, and you have your 
road. 


"Leaving 
Peking 
for the eastern 
tombs, you go for the first two or 
three hours along a paved way of mag­ 
nificent porportlons planned and In Id 
but as a highway should be. The great 
stones with which it is paved were 
probubly put there by slave labor, how 
many 
hundred 
years ngo I do not 
know, but the blocks are uneven now, 
some of them are gone 
altogether, 
though how a huge block of stone 
could possibly disappear passes my un­ 
derstanding, and whenever tho carter 
could he took the cart down 
beside 
tho rond. where at lenst the dust made 
a cushion for the nail studded wheels, 
and tho jarring and the jolting were 
uot quite so terrible. 


"It takes ns long to get beyond the 
environs of Peking In a cart ns it does 
to get out of London in n motorcar. 
First we passed through the Babylon­ 
ish gute, and the groat walls were be­ 
hind us; then, outside the city, nil look­ 
ing dusty, dirty and khnkl colored in 
the brilliant sunshine, were numerous 
small houses, nnd the wayside was 
lined 
with 
booths on which 
were 
things for sale. 


"Along tho roadway enme an endless 
array of people, clad for the most part 
In blue cotton—men walking, men with 
loads slung 
from a bamboo 
across 
their shoulders, donkeys laden 
with 
baskets or sacks of grain, with fat Chi- 
neso on their backs. There were Pelting 
fwVA, there • •»e-re »»ah'* Hurt-- i?wt 
ponies, and this busy throng Is almost 
the same as it was a couple of thou­ 
sand years ago. 


"But it was a long, long while be­ 
fore I could feel I wns really in the 
country. 
There was the khaki colored 
land, there were the khaki 
colored 
houses, built of mud nppnrently, with 
graceful tiled roofs, aud blue clad peo­ 
ple everywhere and everywhere at 
work. 


"Always the fields were most beau­ 
tifully tilled. 
There were no fences. 
The Chinese are too civilized to need 
fences, and when you see stone walls 
it Is only because, since they can't be 
dropped off the planet Into space, the 
otouea must be disposed of somijhow."

An Exclusive Decoration. 
Among the most inaccessible of dgc- 
oratiousis the Grand Cross of the Rus­ 
sian Order of St. George, founded by 
Catherine the Great in 1769. In all its 
history of more than ISO years there 
have been but four Russians to receive 
the grand cross. 
The first was. the 
Empress Catherine herself, who assum- 
e d j t ex officio. The late Grand Duke 
Michael Nlcholalevltch, having receiv­ 
ed the inferior grades in the Crimean 
and Caucasus wars, was awarded the 
grand cross for his achievements as 
commander in chief of the Russian 
army in Asia Minor during the war 
with Turkey in 1877. His brother, 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nlcholalevltch, 
was on the same occasion elected a 
knight grand cross of the order for
